The  Grand  Patriarch  then  submitted  his  Annual  Report,  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the   Grand  Encampment  I.  0.  O.  F.  of  Indiana  : 

EepresextativEvS — We  have  again  come  together  in  annual  communication 
from  every  part  of  the  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  and  revising 
our  past  labors,  and  to  legislate  for  the  future  good  of  this  branch  of  our 
beloved  Order.  Entering  thus  anew  upon  such  important  trusts  in  behalf 
of  our  great  cause,  it  becomes  us  humbly  to  return  our  grateful  acknowl- 
ments  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good  for  the  many  blessings  which  have  attended 
our  past  efforts,  and  to  implore  His  mercy  and  favor  for  the  future.  To 
those  whom  we  have  before  met  here  as  members  of  this  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, a  most  cordial  and  fraternal  greeting  is  extended,  and  to  those  who 
are  here  for  the  first  time  a  hearty  welcome  is  offered  I  am  not  unmindful 
of  the  fact  that  business  more  than  pleasure  should  now  command  our  first 
and  greatest  attention;  but  I  indulge  the  hope  that  the  business  of  the 
session  may  be  so  harmoniously  and  speedijy  disposed  of  as  to  give  the 
Eepresentatives  opportunity  of  making  personal  acquaintanceship  with  each 
other,  in  the  hope  that  pleasant  and  enduring  friendships  may  be  formed. 

DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  PATRIARCHS. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the  reports  from  all  these  officers  have  been 
received,  and  show  commendable  fidelity  to  their  trusts,  and  also  show  that 
they  have  proven  themselves  deserving  of  the  confidence  that  has  been 
reposed  in  them. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  in  this  branch  of  our 
valued  Order  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  in  membership,  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  good  and  prom- 
ising Many  of  the  Encampments  report  an  unusually  large  increase  in 
membership,  and  many  of  the  others  are  hopefully  looking  forward  for,  a 
prosperous  future.  In  a  jurisdiction  so  large,  and  with  an  increasing  mem- 
bership, some  difficulties  of  a  local  and  personal  nature  may  reasonably  be 
expected  to  arise.  I  believe  there  are  but  few,  if  any,  and  if  there  are  any, 
in  the  cases  where  they  have  not  been  reconciled  the  parties  interested  will 
send  them  to  you  for  your  consideration. 

DELINQUENT    ENCAMPMENTS. 

In  compliance  with  the  order  made  by  this  Grand  Encampment  at  its 
last  session,  I  have  made  careful  and  special  inquiries  into  the  condition  of 
the  delinquent  Encampments,  and  have  endeavored  by  correspond- 
ence with  officers  and  members  of  such  Encampments  to  have  them 
brought  out  of  their  present  condition  into  one  of  activity  and  usefulness,

and  am  pleased  to  say  that  my  efforts  have  met  with  a  fair  degree  of  suc- 
cess, as  many  of  them  assure  me  that  they  will,  without  further  delay,  fall 
into  line  and  again  be  numbered  with  the  live  Encampments  of  this  juris- 
diction.    But  there  are  a  few  that  I  can  have  but  little  hope  for. 

DISPENSATIONS    GRANTED, 

On  the  7th  of  January  last  a  petition  was  received  from  Bro.  Charles  V. 
Hardin  and  seven  other  qualified  brothers  for  an  Encampment  at  Fortville, 
Hancock  Co.,  and  with  their  petition  they  filed  the  consent  and  recommen- 
dation of  Sinai  Encampment,  No.  54.  I  granted  the  dispensation  and  depu- 
tized Grand  Instructor  J.  W.  McQuiddy  to  institute  said  Encampment.  Bro. 
McQuiddy  reports  that  on  the  evening  of  January  25,  J  889,  he  instituted 
Fortville  Encampment,  No.  171,  and  that  after  nineteen  candidates  were 
initiated,  advanced  and  exalted,  he  installed  their  officers. 

A  petition  for  an  Encampment  at  Red  Key  was  received  on  the  8th  of 
April,  from  Brother  W.  C.  Pyle  and  eight  other  qualified  petitioners.  At 
first  I  doubted  the  expediency  of  granting  this  dispensation,  fearing  that  it 
might  weaken  Fairview  Encampment,  No.  92,  or  Portland  Encampment, 
No.  164.  But  after  receiving  a  favorable  recommendation  from  each  of 
these  Encampments  together  with  the  recommendation  of  N.  B.  Barger,  D. 
D.  Gr.  P.,  I  granted  the  dispensation,  and  the  Encampment,  Red  Key,  No. 
172,  was  instituted  by  D.  D.  Gr.  P.  Barger,  April  25,  1889.  The  officers  were 
installed  and  have  commenced  their  work  with  a  determination  to  discharge 
their  duty  as  true  and  faithful  Patriarchs. 

I  received,  September  30  last,  a  petition  from  Brother  Mark  Williams 
and  six  other  competent  petitioners  tor  an  Encampment  at  Galena.  From 
the  very  full  and  satisfactory  information  given  me  by  D.  D.  G.  P.  W.  E. 
Grove,  and  also  his  unqualified  recommendation,  1  was  led  to  believe  that 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  this  branch  of  our  Order  to  institute  this  Encamp- 
ment, and  therefore  issued  the  dispensation.  The  necessary  documents 
were  forwarded  to  D.  D.  G.  P.  Grove,  and  Mount  Moriah  Encampment,  No. 
ns,  was  instituted  by  him  on  the  30th  of  October,  1889,  Its  officers  were 
elected  and  installed.  Brother  Grove  assures  me  that  those  who  compose 
this  Encampment  will  labor  to  maintain  the  character  and  extend  the  ben- 
efits of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Ample  assurance  having  been  given  severally  by  these  Encampments  of 
their  ability  to  sustain  themselves,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  charters 
be  granted  them. 

CHARTERS    SURRENDERED. 

Bellis  Encampment,  No.  71,  located  at  Williamsburg,  having  been  for  a 
long  time  in  a  languishing  condition,  and  having  an  active  membership  of 
only  ten  Patriarchs,  on  the  16th  of  July,  1889,  voluntarily  and  unanimously 
passed  a  resolution  to  surrender  their  charter  and  effects  to  this  Grand  En- 
campment, whereupon  I  appointed  Patriarch  0.  G.  Davis  as  Special  Deputy 
to  take  possession  of  their  charter,  books  and  effects,  and  turn  them  over 
to  the  Grand  Scribe,  and  they  are  now  in  his  hands. 

The  members  of  Bethel  Encampment,  No.  73,  located  at  College  Corner, 
after  having  failed  to  revive  said  Encampment,  on  the  3d  of  August  last 
passed  unanimously  a  resolution  to  surrender  their  charter  and  effects  to 
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to  this  Grand  Encampment.  I  thereupon  appointed  Past  Scribe  J.  C. 
Huston  to  receive  their  charter  and  effects,  and  place  them  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Scribe,  where  they  now  are. 

KEWANNA  ENCAMPMENT,  NO.    151. 

I  was  officially  notified  that  on  the  night  of  the  23d  of  June,  the  charter, 
rituals  and  almost  the  entire  effects  of  Kewanna  Encampment,  No.  151  were 
consumed  by  fire.  They  have  been  furnished  by  the  Grand  Scribe  with  the 
necessary  supplies  and  have  resumed  work.  1  am  informed  that  their  hall 
and  contents  were  insured,  but  that  they  will  not  realize  on  their  insurance 
more  than  half  enough  to  meet  their  loss.  I  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  Grand  Encampment  grant  them  a  charter  in  lieu  of  the  one 
destroyed,  and  furnish  them  the  necessary  rituals  free  of  charge. 

DEATH  OF  p.   G.  REP.   W,  T.  MONROE. 

Since  our  last  convocation,  death  has  removed  from  our  midst,  Eev.W.  Y. 
Monroe,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Eepresentative — one  who  had 
endeared  himself  to  the  brotherhood  by  his  untiring  zeal  and  devotion  to 
the  Order.  Though  a  great  sufferer  for  many  years,  he  never  lost  sight  of 
our  meetings,  and  often  sent  his  greetings  of  good  will,  bidding  us  God  speed 
in  our  labors  of  love.  It  is  fitting  that  this  grand  body  should  place  upon 
its  records,  a  tribute  to  his  memory.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  suitable  committee  to  draft  a  memorial  and  resolutions 
expressive  of  our  loss  and  bereavement  in  his  death. 

CHANGE    OF    NAME, 

Willis  Wright  Encampment,  No.  36,  at  Frankfort,  having  perfected  their 
application  for  a  change  of  name,  as  required  by  the  Grand  Encampment, ' 
November  session,  1888,  on  the  19th  of  January  last  I  authorized  said  En- 
campment to  discontinue  'the  name  of  "Willis  Wright"  and  assume  the 
name  of  "Tom  Underwood." 

PATRIARCHS    MILITANT. 

The  only  duty  of  the  Grand  Patriarchs  to  this  purely  military  branch  of 
the  Order,  so  far  as  I  know,  is  to  certify  to  the  standing  of  applicants  for  the 
establishment  of  Cantons.  In  the  discharge  of  that  duty  I  have  certified  to 
Lieutenant-General  Underwood  the  standing  of  Patriarchs  who  are  appli- 
cants for  Cantons  at  Terre  Haute,  Columbia  City,  Garrett  and  Jeffersonviile. 
I  believe  it  will  be  readily  conceded  by  every  Patriarch  that  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  Cantons  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  this  branch 
of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction.  I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  for  your 
consideration  the  report  of  Brigadier-General  Milice,  showing  the  condition 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  his  department.

"  Grand  Patriarch  : 

"  Thinking  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Encampment  branch  of  the 
Order,  and  of  general  interest  to  all,  I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  of 
what  the  Patriarchs  Militant  have  been  doing  since  my  report  as  Grand 
Patriarch  one  year  ago.  Since  my  report  to  the  Grand  Encampment,  Nov. 
20,  1888, 1  have  mustered  Canton  McKeen,  No.  28,  at  Terre  Haute,  and  Can- 
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ton  Columbia,  No.  29,  at  Columbia  City,  and  I  now  have  applications  for  new 
Cantons  at  JefFersonville,  Greencastle,  Garrett  and  El  wood.  When  the 
above  named  Cantons  are  mustered  we  will  have  thirty-three  Cantons  in 
this  deparment,  with  a  total  membership  of  about  1,100  Chevaliers.  The 
Canton  reports  show  that,  out  of  these  1,100  Chevaliers,  over  500  of  them 
joined  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  and  were  advanced  in  the  Order  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  Militant  Degree.  You  can  readily  see  what 
a  great  advantage  the  military  branch  has  been  to  the  Lodges  and  Encamp- 
ments in  our  State.  The  reports  on  file  at  these  headquarters  show  that 
the  Order  is  in  a  prosperous  and  healthy  condition.

The  report  of  Grand  Instructor  McQuiddy,  submitted  herewith,  will  in- 
form you  of  the  demands  made  upon  him  for  his  services,  and  will  also 
apprize  you  of  the  condition  and  grade  of  the  ritual  work  of  the  Encamp- 
ments that  he  has  visited  and  instructed. 

DECISIONS. 

I  have  received  a  great  many  letters  from  officers  and  members  asking 
for  opinions  and  constructions  upon  our  laws  and  the  usages  of  the  Order. 
I  have  in  every  case  (with  one  exception,  and  in  that  case  I  misplaced  the 
letter,)  answered  them  satisfactorily,  I  believe,  as  I  have  heard  of  no  appeal 
except  one,  and  that  will  be  before  you  for  your  consideration.  A  reference 
to  our  General  Laws,  Digests,  the  usages  of  the  Order  and  former  decisions 
furnished  the  information  required;  hence,  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
take  up  your  time  in  considering  them. 

FLOOD  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The  history  of  the  great  flood  at  Johnstown,  Pa.,  is  so  familiar  to  all,  that 
I  need  only  allude  to  the  same,  in  connection  with  the  relief  aflfbrded  by 
our  Order  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  No  official  call  was  made  upon 
Encampments,  and  yet  voluntary  contributions  were  sent  in  amounting  to 
$260.  For  a  record  of  these  donations  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Scribe.  The  total  contributions  of  the  Order  in  Indiana  amounted 
to  12,227.50,  as  reported  by  Grand  Secretary  Jas.  B.  Nicholson,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  shall  not  flatter  myself  that  I  have  been  free  from  error  in  all  my  acts 
and  doings  in  the  discharge  of  the  many,  although  agreeable  duties  incum- 
bent upon  me  the  past  year.  Doubtless  many  mistakes  have  been  com- 
mitted. In  all  cases  I  humbly  endeavored  to  discharge  conscientiously  the 
duties  I  had  been  called  upon  to  perform.  Before  closing  this  report  I 
desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  Brothers  Foster,  Kenner,  McQuiddy 
and  Shideler  for  their  valued  and  generous  assistance.  The  time  is  near 
at  hand  when  it  will  be  my  duty,  as  much  as  my  pleasure,  to  surrender  this 
chair   to   an  able  and  honored  successor.      But  before   retiring  from  the 
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honorable  position  bestowed  upon  me  by  your  kind  partiality,  I  wish  to 
tender  you  my  sincere  and  ardent  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred,  and  for 
your  uniform  courtesy  and  fraternal  regard.

The  Grand  Scribe  then  submitted  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows: 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

In  submitting  my  report  of  the  work  and  condition  of  the  Subordinate 
Encampments  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1889,  while  it  does  not  show  as 
large  a  net  gain  in  membership  as  the  preceding  year,  it  nevertheless  shows 
a  steady  and  healthy  growth  in  all  those  elements  that  go  to  make  this 
branch  of  the  Order  permanent  and  enduring.  Our  report  embraces  the 
work  of  two  terms — one  ending  December  31,  1888,  and  the  other  June  30, 
1889.  During  the  first  term,  viz.,  that  closing  in  December,  we  had  just 
passed  through  a  warm  political  campaign,  which,  while  affecting  our  Subor- 
dinate Lodges  somewhat,  was  more  sensibly  felt  among  the  Subordinate  En- 
campments, rendering  it  in  many  cases  almost  impossible  to  secure  a  quorum. 
But  notwithstanding  this  drawback,  the  work  of  the  entire  twelve  months 
closing  in  June  last  shows  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  four  hundred  and 
thirty-nine. 

Three  new  Encampments  have  been  instituted  since  the  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  while  two  have  surrendered  their  Charters.  For  par- 
ticulars with  regard  to  these  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Patriarch. 

Our  relief  report  for  the  year  may  be  summed  as  follows :  Seven  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  Patriarchs  and  four  widowed  families  have  been  relieved.  The 
sum  of  $9,385.10  has  been  paid  for  the  relief  of  Patriarchs;  $G1.00  for  the 
relief  of  widowed  families;  $2,545.89  for  burying  the  dead,  and  $392.56  for 
other  charitable  purposes,  making  the  total  amount  of  relief  $12,384.55. 
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The  following  Encampments  were  delinquent  for  the  term  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1888,  viz.:     Nos.  18,  43,  87,  106,  111,  113,  123   124,  140,  142  and  143. 

The  following  are  delinquent  for  the   term  ending  June  30,  1889,  viz.: 
Nos.  40,  106,  109,  111,  113,  115,  123,  124  127,  132  and   140.

reference  to  assets  and  resources  of  the  Grand  Encampment  you  are  referred 
to  the  report  of  our  Grand  Treasurer. 

GENERAL    LAWS. 

The  edition  of  General  Laws  issued  by  the  Grand  Encampment  in  1886, 
is  exhausted,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Grand  Body  to  order  a  new 
and  revised  edition.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  two  thousand 
copies  be  published  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.

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FLOOD    CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The  terrible  calamity  that  befell  the  inhabitants  of  Johnstown,  Pa.,  in  the 
most  destructive  flood  that  ever  occurred  upon  this  continent,  is  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  the  brotherhood.  Though  the  Encampment  branch  was  not 
called  upon  for  donations,  several  Encampments  gent  in  voluntary  contribu- 
tions as  follows  :

THE  UNIFORMED  CAMP  RITUALS, 

By  direction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Patriarch  was 
ordered  to  call  in  all  the  Uniformed  Degree  Camp  Rituals  in  possession  of 
Encampments  or  Cantons,  and  with  those  remaining  in  the  office  to  burn 
them.  This  duty  has  been  performed,  and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  for- 
warded to  the  officers  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

CONCLUSION, 

It  is  gratifying  to  every  Patriarch  to  know  that  this  branch  of  the  Order 
is  steadily  gaining  ground,  and  fast  winning  its  way  to  the  hearts  and  affec- 
tions of  members  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges.  In  the  Patriarchal  branch  of 
the  Order  we  find  the  practical  exemplication  of  the  primary  truths  taught 
in  the  Subordinate  Lodge — a  full  illustration  of  the  grand  thought  of  Paul, 
when  he  declared  that  '  God  had  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  to 
dwell  on  the  face  of  the  earth."  That,  however,  widely  sundered  by  locality 
the  nations  of  the  earth  may  be,  there  is  a  common  bond  of  union  that, 
if  accepted,  will  unite  all  hearts.  That  no  matter  of  what  nationality,  or 
clime,  a  person  may  be  who  seeks  admission  at  the  door  of  our  tent,  if  he 
brings  the  acceptable  offering  of  a  pure  and  devoted  love  for  mankind  he  will 
be  ever  welcome.  In  its  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  Encampment  is  a  fitting 
sequel  to  the  work  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge.     "  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity" 
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— what  a  triune  of  virtues  are  here  linked  together.  The  Patriarch  sees  with 
an  unclouded  and  undimmed  vision  the  elements  of  strife  and  discord  dis- 
appearing like  the  mists  before  the  brightening  sun.  If  never  before,  he 
now  realises  the  truth,  that  all  are  brethren,  regardless  of  party  ties  or  sec- 
tarian barriers.  That,  however  widely  men  may  differ  in  opinions  upon  na- 
tional policy  or  church  government,  they  are  all  forgotten  in  the  hour  of 
human  woe  and  suffering. 

Let  us  then,  in  returning  to  our  homes  and  Encampments,  feel  the  impress 
of  these  great  lessons  of  toleration  upon  our  hearts,  that  our  lives  may  be 
beautified  and  adorned  by  a  practical  illustration  of  their  teachings.

J.  B.  Kenner,  Grand  Rep.,  submitted  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Representatives,  as  follows  : 

To  the   Grand  Encampment,  I.    O.    0.  F.,  of  Indiana. 

Your  representatives,  in  obedience  to  the  law  of  this  jurisdiction,  hereby 
submit  to  you  a  report  of  matters  of  interest  to  the  Order  generally,  and  to 
this  jurisdiction  especially,  which  occurred  during  the  recent  session  of  the 
Sovereign  G-rand  Lodge. 

We  attended  the  sixty-fifth  session  of  the  supreme  body  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  it  being  the  first  meeting  at  the  home  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
since  it  located  there. 

The  reception  of  the  representatives  and  visitors  by  the  brotherhood  and 
people  of  Columbus,  and  Ohio,  was  a  hearty,  fraternal  and  generous  one. 

Your  representatives  for  the  first  time  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  and 
examining  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  building,  and  we  are  constrained  to 
report  that  we  were  greatly  surprised  and  disappointed.  We  were  informed 
that  as  a  consideration  for  the  location  of  the  home  of  the  Order  in  • 
Columbus,  the  sovereign  body  were  obtaining  the  use  of  a  building  suffi- 
cient for  the  purposes  of  the  Grand  officers  and  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand.  Lodge. 

In  this  the  Order  is  mistaken,  the  room,  besides  what  is  used  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  is  utterly  inadequate  for  the  annual  sessions,  and  when 
the  sovereign  body  convenes  there  other  quarters  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. Your  representatives  confess  that  we  were  much  disappointed  in 
the  headquarters,  after  the  flourish  of  trumpets  that  had  been  made  about 
its  great  capacity  and  ability  to  accommodate  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

CONDITION    OF    THE    ORDER. 

The  year  1888  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity  throughout  all  branches 
of  our  Order.  The  initiations  in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  for  the  year  were 
58,217,  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  over  last  year  of  29,376 ;  in  the  En- 
campment branch  the  initiations  were  11,565,  a  net  gain  over  last  year  of  590.

DECISION'S. 

A  great  many  decisions  were  made  by  the  Grand  Sire  upon  numerous 
questions  arising  in  the  Order;  those  that  were  approved  and  are  of  interest 
to  the  Patriarchal  branch  and  Patriarchs  Militant  we  give  in  full,  as  follows  : 

"  PATRIARCHAL. 

"31.  Answer  to  a  Grand  Patriarch:  A  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire,  not 
reversed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  stands  as  general  law  immediately 
operative. 

"  32.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  allows  Subordinate  Encampments 
under  its  jurisdiction  six  (6)  rituals,  and  State  Grand  Encampments  can 
allow  as  many  or  a  less  number. 

"  33.  Encampment  terms  must  be  six  or  twelve  months,  commencing  the 
first  meeting  in  July  and  January,  or  April  and  October,  or  if  annual  with 
either  month.  Officers'  terms  cannot  be  charged.  (See  Sections  1,218  1,224 
and  899,  New  Digest.) 

"34.  In  relation  to  balloting  for  degrees  in  an  Encampment,  it  is  a  mat- 
ter to  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  jurisdiction  which 
has  the  power  to  require  a  separate  ballot  on  each,  or  to  authorize  one  ballot 
to  be  spread  and  take  on  all  at  once.     (Section  302,  Digest.) 

"35.  In  the  absence  of  local  law  to  the  contrary,  the  Grand  Patriarch  or 
Board  of  Grand  Officers — where  there  is  such  a  board — possesses  the  right 
to  allow  an  Encampment  to  change  its  place  of  meeting  and  remove  to  a 
hall  other  than  one  belonging  to  the  Order,  for  the  occupying  of  a  hall  by 
an  Encampment,  whether  by  lease  or  purchase,  makes  it  a  hall  of  the  Order 
without  regard  as  to  who  may  be  the  owner  of  the  property  so  occupied. 
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"37.  On  the  day  or  night  of  the  institution  of  a  new  Encampment,  the 
Grand  Patriarch  or  his  duly  commissioned  Special  Deputy  is  vested  with 
power  extraordinary,  and,  under  such,  can  induct  Scarlet  Degree  members 
into  the  Patriarchal  Degrees,  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  them  as  proper 
petitioners  for  the  charter.  The  petitioners  for  a  charter  for  an  Encamp- 
ment almost  invariably  have  one  or  more  candidates  for  membership  on  the 
day  or  night  of  its  institution,  and  the  entire  number  of  charter  members 
are  present  and  can  knowingly  ballot  upon  the  application  for  membership 
of  the  candidate  they  have  induced  to  be  present.  It  is  much  better  for 
the  new  Encampment  that  there  should  be  one  admitted,  etc. ;  and  there  is 
little  difiference,  under  the  circumstances,  in  inducting  the  petitioners  into 
the  degrees,  or  by  conferring  them  regularly.  It  is,  therefore,  held  that  En- 
campments, on  the  day  or  night  of  institution,  may  elect  and  admit  appli- 
cants to  membership. 

"patriarchs  militant. 

"38.  Pecuniary  benefits  are  to  be  given  by  Lodges  and  Encampments, 
and  in  no  instance  shall  such  benefits  be  paid  to  members  during  sickness 
by  a  Canton. 

"39.  A  Major-  General,  Commander  of  an  Army  Corps,  is  the  direct  rep- 
resentative of  the  Generalissimo  within  the  bounds  of  his  Corps,  and  as 
such  will  personate  him  on  all  fitting  occasions.     ' 

"40.  The  Commander  of  a  Department  undoubtedly  possesses  the  right 
to  confer  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  on  Chevaliers  and  Sisters  within  his 
Department,  who  shall  present  to  him  proper  "Papers-Patent." 

"41.  The  original  applicants  for  a  warrant  for  a  Canton  have  the  right 
to  select  additional  Royal  Purple  Degree  Patriarchs  to  be  taken  as  war- 
rant or  charter  members,  and  they  can  determine  them  by  ballot  if  they 
desire. 

"  42.  A  quorum  for  transacting  business  in  a  Canton  or  a  component  of  a 
Grand  Canton  is  nine  (9)  Chevaliers — The  action  of  three  (3)  members  of  a 
component  Canton,  claiming  to  represent  the  body,  is  therefore  illegal. 

"43.  A  Chevalier  can  visit  a  Canton  in  any  Department,  on  communicating 
the  countersign,  by  order  of  the  Commandant;  but  in  his  own  Department 
he  must  communicate  also,  the  Department  check.  (See  full  instructions 
in  ritual,  etc.) 

"44.  If  suspension  in  the  Lodge  is  such  as  to  work  suspension  in  the  En- 
campment, then  suspension  will  of  necessity  follow  in  the  Canton,  and  office, 
held  at  the  time  by  the  suspended  member,  will  be  vacated  ;  and,  if  the  sus- 
pended member  should  be  an  officer  in  command  of  troops  possessing  a 
staff,  the  staff  will  pass  out  of  commission  unless  retained  by  order  of  the 
Commander  P.  M. 

"  45.  The  dropping  of  a  Chevalier  from  membership  by  his  Canton,  for 
the  non-payment  of  dues,  vacates  any  office — appointed  or  elective— he  may 
at  the  time  he  is  so  dropped,  hold  in  the  Patriarchs'  Militant  Army ;  and  in 
case  of  such  dropping  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  notice  thereof  should  be 
forwarded  to  Army  Headquarters  and  official  documents  be  withheld  from 
the  ex-officer  until  instructions  are  received  from  the  Commander  P.  M. 
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"  46.  The  Commander  P.  M.  can  cause  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
to  be  conferred  upon  Chevaliers,  and  the  Decoration  for  a  lady  to  be  con- 
ferred upon  sisters — Daughters  of  Rebekah  and  ladies  the  wives  of  Cheva- 
liers— anywhere.  The  Commander  of  a  Department  can  request  a  General 
of  Brigade,  a  Major-General  of  Division,  a  Major-General  of  the  Corps  ^nd 
the  Lieutenant  General  to  officiate  for  him  on  occasions  of  the  conference 
of  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry, 

"47.  The  annual  parade  of  Regiments,  Brigades,  etc.,  is  other  than  the 
anniversary  muster  of  Cantons  on  April  26,  and  is  intended  to  be  controlled 
bj'-  the  various  Commanders.  A  Commander  of  a  Department  can  parade 
his  command  in  two  or  more  detachments  if  he  sees  proper.  The  immedi- 
ate Brigade  and  Division  Commanders  know  what  is  best  to  be  done  for  the 
interests  of  their  respective  commands,  and  hence  should  exercise  reason- 
able discretion  in  the  interpretation  of  the  law. 

"  48.  In  proceeding  to  hold  elections  for  officers,  a  Grand  Canton  should 
nominate  Chevaliers  for  Captain,  Lieutenant  and  Ensign  for  each  com- 
ponent Canton,  and  alter  they  are  elected,  then  the  senior  will  be  Com- 
mandant, unless  the  Grand  Canton  desires  to  select  its  Commandant,  where- 
upon the  Chevaliers  of  the  entire  body  will  proceed  to  elect  the  Command- 
ant from  the  Captains-elect.  Such  is  the  law  and  should  be  followed,  and  if 
the  nominations  are  not  made  properly,  they  should  be  corrected  at  the 
first  meeting  thereafter.    '  ■ 

"49.  A  Canton  can  purchase  a  P.  M.  flag  if  it  so  desires,  but  the  Canlon 
name  cannot  be  placed  upon  it.  Banners  are  intended  for  Cantons,  and 
flags  for  Battalions  and  Regiments,  etc.  A  Canton  can  display  a  P.  M.  flag 
when  it  parades  alone,  but  when  the  Battalion  or  Regiment  parades,  the 
P.  M.  colors  must  be  massed,  and  each  Canton  will  display  within  its  ranks 
the  P.  M.  Banner  only,  bearing  proper  inscriptions.  Cantons  are  allowed 
to  purchase  P.  M.  colors  for  ritualistic  purposes,  and  may  also  display  them 
when  the  Canton  turns  out  by  itself  as  the  only  escort  of  a  mixed  I.  0.  0.  F. 
column, 

"  50.  A  Chevalier  in  uniform,  otherwise  qualified,  cannot  assume  or  take 
any  of  the  chairs  of  office  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  without  first  changing 
his  uniform  (denominated  a  regalia  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1886,)  for 
the  stipulated  regalia  of  the  office  taken  or  assumed. 

"51.  A  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  cannot  be  recognized  as  such  when 
he  visits  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in  his  District  officially,  if  dressed  in  the  Pa- 
triarchs Militant  regalia-uniform.  Official  visitations  by  such  an  officer  are 
made  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  consequently  he,  (the 
District  Deputy),  should  wear  the  regalia  appropriate  to  and  specified  for 
the  civil  office  he  holds. 

"  52.  A  Grand  Canton  in  making  Chevaliers,  under  the  Grand  Canton 
warrant,  should  cause  all  proper  assignments  of  new  Chevaliers  to  be  made 
to  the  different  components  of  the  Grand  Body,  and  by  such  means  keep  the 
membership  of  the  various  complete  components  as  nearly  equal  as  possi- 
ble. The  first  component  should  be  kept  nearly  or  quite  full,  unless  by  so 
doing  the  last  component  should  be  brought  below  the  minimum  number 
required  by  law.  Discretion  should  be  exercised  in  this  matter  during  the 
interim  between  reports,  since  the  status  of  the  Grand  Canton  will  be  deter- 
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mined  in  accordance  with  the  number  of  Chevaliers  it  reports  on  the  26th 
of  April  of  each  year.  By  consent,  a  Chevalier  may  change  his  membership 
from  one  component  to  another,  and  may  be  elected  an  officer  of  the  com- 
ponent to  which  he  (with  consent)  changes  his  direct  membership. 

"  53.  No  officer  below  the  grade  of  Captain  is  allowed  to  obtain  a  retired 
commission.  A  Captain  as  Commandant,  etc.,  becomes  a  past  officer,  like 
the  Noble  Grand  of  a  Lodge  who,  by  passing  the  chairs,  becomes  a  Past  Grand. 
A  Past  Captain  of  the  line  or  staff,  and  an  officer  upward  in  rank,  can  obtain 
a  retired  commission,  and  then  wear  the  chevrons  of  past  office  on  the 
sleeves  of  coat,  but  without  a  retired  commission  he  cannot  wear  the  said 
chevrons.  A  subaltern  (Lieutenant  or  Ensign)  of  the  line  or  staff  cannot 
obtain  a  retired  commission,  and  unless  promoted,  must  either  be  kept  in 
the  same  position  or  be  returned  to  the  ranks  of  the  Canton.  The  reason 
is  obvious.  If  all  commissioned  officers  were  allowed  to  retire  after  one 
year's  service,  the  army  would  soon  have  quite  a  corps  of  such  Chevaliers 
to  the  detriment  of  the  file  generally. 

"  54.  A  prize  award  can  not  be  made  to  a  Canton  which  drilled  with  a  less 
number  of  Chevaliers,  rank  and  file,  than  was  required  by  the  rules  promul- 
gated for  the  government  of  the  inter-department  drill.  If  a  Canton  could 
drill  with  twenty-six  men,  rank  and  file,  when  the  rules  required  twenty- 
seven,  it  could  drill  with  twenty-five;  if  it  could  drill  with  twenty-five,  rank 
and  file,  it  could  drill  with  twenty-four;  if  it  could  drill  with  twenty  four, 
rank  and  file,  it  could  drill  with  any  less  number. 

"  It  is  perfectly  plain  that  by  awarding  the  prize  money  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, a  precedent  would  be  made  which  would  destroy  the  effective- 
ness of  any  rule  specifying  the  number  of  Chevaliers,  rank  and  file,  of  the 
body  required  to  drill,  which  might  hereafter  be  adopted.  Therefore,  a 
prize  award  can  not  be  made  except  under  the  rules  published  ibr  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  drill. 

"  55.  During  the  interim  between  sessions,  complaints  were  made  that 
many  Cantons  were  holding  fairs,  and  in  order  to  raise  money  were  engag- 
ing in  lotteries  and  games  of  chance,  etc.  Early  action  was  taken  and 
mandates  issued  to  all  Canton^,  reported  as  infringing  the  law,  requiring 
them  to  respect  and  obey  it,  asfoUows: 

"'No  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  any  of  the  members  thereof,  shall,  in 
the  name  of  the  Order  resort  to  any  scheme  of  raffles,  lotteries,  or  gift  en- 
terprises, or  schemes  of  hazard  or  chance  of  any  kind,  as  a  means  to  raise 
funds  for  any  purpose  of  relief  or  assistance  to  such  subordinates  or  to  in- 
dividual members.'     (See  Section  1,189,  White's  New  Digest.) 

"Consequently,  any  violation  of  the  law  quoted  is  interdicted  and  pro- 
hibited; under  the  interpretation  that  a  Chevalier,  member  of  a  Canton, 
can  not  divest  himself  of  the  obligation  he  owes  to  act  in  conformity  with 
general  law  as  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encampment,  though 
he  may  for  the  time  be  acting  for  his  Canton.  A  copy  of  the  full  text  of 
the  mandate  forwarded  to  Canton  Oswego,  No.  18,  Department  of  ISew 
York,  in  substance  the  same  as  sent  to  all  others,  is  hereunto  appended. 

"Answers  were  received  from  Canton  Oswego,  and  from  most  of  the 
others,  giving  assurance  that  they  would  comply  with  my  instructions  and 
obey  the  law." 

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  importance  to  Subor- 
dinate Encampments : 
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"  The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  decision  of 
the  Grand  Sire,  numbered  25  in  his  report,  holding  that  Buckeye  Encamp- 
ment, No.  148,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  Order 
to  appropriate  fifty  dollars,  to  be  awarded  as  prizes  for  excellence  in  drills 
by  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  during  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  expenditure  was  not  authorized  by  law, 
because  it  was  not  made  for  any  of  the  legitimate  objects  of  the  Order  for 
which  expenditures  are  now  authorized.  (  Vide  Sec.  420,  Digest ;  Journal  of 
1887,  pp.  10,909—10,928.) 

"  We  oflPer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption : 
"Resolved,  That  decision  numbered  25  of  the  Grand  Sire  be  not  approved." 

JOHNSTOWN   CALAMITY. 

The  terrible  disaster  which  overtook  the  residents  of  Johnstown  and  the 
Conemaugh  Valley,  and  resulted  in  such  a  fearful  loss  of  life,  is  yet  fresh  in 
the  memory  of  all. 

There  were  many  Odd  Fellows  and  their  entire  families  lost  in  the  flood, 
and  calls  for  assistance  came  out  to  the  subordinates  almost  immediately, 
and  the  responses  so  quickly  and  generously  made  filled  all  with  admiration, 
and  is  without  a  parallel  anywhere. 

For  further  details  we  refer  you  to  the  Grand  Sire's  report  as  follows  : 

"  On  reading  the  accounts  of  the  terrible  loss  of  life  and  general  destruc- 
tion of  property,  etc.,  occasioned  by  the  deluge  of  waters  at  Johnstown  and 
in  the  Conemaugh  Valley,  Pa.,  the  1st  of  June  last,  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  I  immediately  wired  the  executive 
Grand  Officers  of  jurisdictions  to  "  send  contributions  for  Johnstown  I.  0.  0.  F. 
sufferers  to  James  B.  Nicholson,  No.  144  North  Sixth  street,  Philadelphia, 
Pa."  ;  and  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Nicholson  I  wired:  "  I  have  directed  contri- 
tributions  for  Johnstown  1.  0.  0  F.  sufferers  to  be  sent  to  you."  I  received 
immediate  answers  from  most  of  the  Grand  Officers  referred  to,  saying  that 
calls  upon  the  subordinates  had  been  made,  and  that  contributions  would  be 
forwarded  as  directed ;  also,  a  communication  from  Bro.  Nicholson,  stating 
that  he  desired  that  Grand  Treasurer  M  Richards  Muckle,  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Pennsylvania  (Grand  Representative  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge),  should 
receiva  all  contributions  instead  of  himself,  and  accordingly  Bro.  Muckle 
became  the  agent  of  the  great  charity.  From  reports  of  Grand  Treasurer 
Muckle,  it  will  be  seen  that  $61,514.69  were  received  by  him  from  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  various  jurisdictions,  to  be  used  in  the  relief  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. 
sufferers  in  the  said  Conemaugh  Valley,  within  one  month  from  the  date  of 
the  calamity — an  unostentatious,  practical,  immediate  relief,  that  has  no 
parallel  except  in  other  acts  of  the  noble  fraternity,  thus  laying  another 
stone  on  its  grand  monument  of  charity." 

THE    EIGHTEEN- YEAR-OLD    QUESTION. 

This  amendment  to  our  Constitution,  which  has  been  and  is  still  being 
greatly  agitated,  came  up  for  a  vote,  and  while  the  amendment  received  102 
votes  in  favor  of  its  adoption  to  60  against,  yet  it  not  having  received  a' 
three-fourths  majority,  it  did  not  become  a  law.  Your  representatives, 
however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  will  yet  become  a  part  of  the  Sovereign 
Constitution. 
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NEW  LEGISLATION. 

It  was  enacted  that  in  the  State  jurisdictions  in  which  Homes  for  Aged 
and  Indigent  Odd  Fellows  existed,  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
might  enact  laws  providing  that  whenever  an  old  or  indigent  brother  was 
placed  in  the  Home  he  should  release  to  his  Lodge  all  weekly  benefits  to 
which  he  was  entitled  so  long  as  he  remains  an  inmate. 

It  was  also  provided  that  when  Encampments  were  changing  from  one  de- 
gree to  another,  the  Chief  Patriarch  should  order  the  Inside  Sentinel  to  in- 
form the  Outside  Sentinel  thereof. 

The  General  Memorial  Day  for  the  Order,  which  has  heretofore  occurred 
on  October  20,  was  changed  to  the  second  Tuesday  in  June, 

A  new,  and  in  many  respects  different,  installation  ceremony  for  Subor- 
dinate Encampments  was  adopted.  This  ceremony  will  doubtless  be  issued 
in  a  short  time  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  incorporated  into  the 
Book  of  Forms,  if  not  issued  as  a  separate  book. 

A  complete  revision  of  the  laws  governing  Subordinate  Encampments  was 
adopted,  and  which  will,  in  many  instances,  change  our  present  laws.  We, 
therefore,  set  it  out  in  full : 

"1.  Resolved,  That  terms  of  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  are 
six  months,  commencing  with  the  first  meeting  in  January  and  July,  but 
the  Grand  Bodies  to  which  they  are  immediately  subordinate  may,  in  their 
discretion,  change  the  commencement  of  such  terms  to  the  first  meeting  in 
April  and  October  instead  of  January  and  July. 

"  2.  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  are  authorized  to  make  the 
terms  of  their  subordinates  one  year  instead  of  six  months,  to  commence 
with  the  first  meeting  in  January,  April,  July  or  October,  as  they  may  see 
fit.  All  terms  of  subordinate  bodies  end  when  the  succeeding  one  begins 
that  is,  on  the  first  meeting  in  January  and  July,  or  April  and  October.  No 
other  or  different  terms  than  six  months  or  one  year  are  allowed. 

"  3,  Whenever  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  is  instituted  or 
resuscitated  during  the  first  half  of  a  regular  term,  so  that  a  majority  of  the 
meeting  nights  of  such  term  shall  remain  at  the  time  of  such  institution  or 
resuscitation,  such  period  shall  constitute  a  short  term,  which  shall  end  on 
the  first  meeting  night  of  the  succeeding  regular  term,  but  when  a  subor- 
dinate shall  be  instituted  or  resuscitated  during  the  last  half  of  a  regular 
term  so  that  a  majority  of  the  meeting  nights  of  the  term  shall  not  remain 
at  the  time  of  such  institution  or  resuscitation,  the  term  is  extended  to  the 
end  of  the  succeeding  regular  term.    Such  terms  are  called  special  terms. 

"  4.  Meetings  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  must  be  held  weekly,  except 
that,  in  cases  of  yearly  terms,  such  Lodges  may  be  permitted  by  their  Subor- 
dinate Grand  Lodges  to  hold  their  meetings  either  biweekly  or  semi-monthly 
instead  of  weekly. 

"5.  Meetings  of  all  Subordinate  Encampments  must  be  held  semi- 
monthly, except  that  in  cases  of  yearly  terms,  such  Encampments  may  be 
permitted  by  their  Grand  Encampments  to  hold  their  meetings  monthly 
instead  of  semi-monthly. 

"  6.  Meetings  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  must  be  held 
on  a  week  day  and  on  regular  specified  days  in  the  week. 
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"  7.  The  terms  of  all  the  officers  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encamp- 
ments must  correspond  with  the  terms  of  the  particular  subordinates  in 
which  they  hold  office,  six  months  or  one  year  as  the  case  may  be.  In  cases 
of  newly  instituted  or  resuscitated  subordinates,  their  first  officers  hold 
their  offices  for  such  length  of  time  as  is  herein  prescribed  for  the  first  terms 
of  such  subordinates,  called  special  terms. 

"  8.  No  person  can  be  elected  to  any  office  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  who 
has  not  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

"9.  Any  Scarlet  Degree  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  is  eligible  to  election  or  appointment  to  any  office  in  his  Lodge  ex- 
cept the  offices  of  Noble  Grand  and  Vice-Grand. 

"10  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Vice-Grand  a  member  must  have 
served  a  term  in  some  elective  or  in  an  appointed  office  in  a  Subordinate 
Lodge,  other  than  those  of  Trustee  and  Chaplain. 

"  11.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  a  member  must  have 
served  a  term  in  the  office  of  Vice-Grand  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge. 

"  12.  Any  Scarlet  Degree  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Subordinate 
Lodge,  may  be  elected  as  the  first  Noble  Grand  or  Vice-Grand  of  a  new  or 
revived  Lodge. 

"  13.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Noble  Grand  or  Vice  Grand  of 
a  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  all  qualified  brothers  refusing  to  acxjept  either  of 
said  offices,  the  Lodge  may  elect  a  Scarlet  Degree  member  thereto:  Provided, 
however,  That  a  dispensation  for  the  purpose  be  first  obtained  from  the  proper 
authority  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  the  Lodge  belongs. 

"  14.  Any  officer  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  who  shall  have 
served  a  majority  of  the  meeting  nights  of  a  regular  term,  and  shall  have 
continued  in  office  until  the  end  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  served  a 
full  term.  A  majority  of  the  meeting  nights  of  a  six  months  term  of  a  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  is  fourteen,  and  of  a  yearly  term,  twenty-seven.  A  majority 
of  the  meeting  nights  of  yearly  terms  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  bi- 
weekly meetings  is  fourteen,  and  withsemi-monthly  meetings  thirteen.  A 
majority  of  the  meeting  nights  of  a  six  months  term  of  a  Subordinate  En- 
campment is  seven,  of  yearly  terms  with  semi-monthly  meetings  thirteen, 
and  with  monthly  meetings  seven. 

"  15.  Any  officer  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  who  has  con- 
tinued in  office  for  a  full  term,  but  who,  in  consequence  of  sickness,  has  been 
unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  for  a  majority  of  the  nights  of  the 
term  and  who  w^s  excused  from  time  to  time  by  his  subordinate,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  served  a  full  term  in  such  office. 

"  16.  Any  member  who  has  been  duly  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  any  office  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  who 
shall  serve  therein  to  the  end  of  the  term,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  served 
a  full  term  in  such  office. 

"17.  None  but  Royal  Purple  Degree  members  can  be  elected  to  office  in 
a  Subordinate  Encampment,  and  all  such  members  are  eligible  to  any  office 
therein,  except  to  the  offices  of  Chief  Patriarch  and  Senior  Warden. 
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"  18.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Senior  Warden  in  a  Subordinate 
Encampment,  a  Patriarch  must  have  served  a  term  in  some  elective  office 
other  than  Trustee,  or  in  an  appointed  office. 

"  19.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Chief  Patriarch  in  a  Subordinate 
Encampment,  a  Patriarch  must  have  served  a  term  in  the  office  of  Senior 
Warden. 

"  20.  A  Royal  Purple  member  of  an  Encampment  may  be  elected  to 
either  of  the  offices  of  Chief  Patriarch  or  Senior  Warden  in  similar  cases, 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  as  those  vt^here  a  Scarlet  member  may  be 
elected  Noble  Grand  or  Vice-G-rand  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  the  rules 
as  to  what  shall  be  considered  terms  of  service  for  Encampment  officers 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  Subordinate  Lodges,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable. 

"  21.  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  are  prohibited  from  mak- 
ing or  requiring  any  other  or  different  qualifications  for  election  to  office 
than  those  hereinabove  prescribed. 

"  22.  Any  officer  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  v^ho.  shall 
serve  in  any  office  therein,  either  elective  or  appointed,  for  a  term,  or  part 
of  a  term  as  hereinabove  provided,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privi- 
leges and  honors  conferred  for  faithful  service  in  such  office  for  a  full  term. 

"23.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  enact- 
ments are  hereby  repealed." 

The  reception  of  the  representatives  and  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by  the 
Ohio  brethren  was  very  hearty  and  cordial  indeed,  and  the  memory  of  the 
Buckeye  Odd  Fellows  will  long  remain  with  us. 

We  had  the  great  privilege  of  meeting  with  and  seeing  the  first  General 
or  National  Convention  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  composed  wholly  of 
women,  and  while  brothers  who  were  members  of  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges 
were  welcome  visitors  and  treated  most  courteously,  they  took  no  part.  It 
was  surprising  to  see  these  ladies,  who  for  the  first  time  met  in  a  parlia- 
mentary body,  conduct  their  business  in  an  orderly  and  parliamentary 
manner,  showing  conclusively  that  our  Sisters  have  benefited  in  these 
qualities  in  their  Subordinate  Lodges,  Many  matters  were  enacted  by  this 
convention  of  great  importance,  but  we  cannot  here  extend  this  report 
upon  this  subject. 

Your  representatives  were  placed  upon  the  following  important  com- 
mittees: Brother  Milice  on  Judiciary  and  Brother  Kenner  on  Appeals. 
Brother  Kenner  was  also  appointed  a  member  of  a  special  committee  to 
formulate  a  plan  for  a  uniform  team  floor  work  of  the  subordinate  degrees, 
and  report  at  next  session.  And  now,  thanking  the  Grand  Encampment 
for  the  confidence  reposed  in  us  by  sending  us  to  represent  you  in  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  we  beg  to  lay  this  report  before  you,  hoping  we 
have  merited  your  confidence  and  assuring  you  that  we  have  endeavored  at 
all  times  to  do  the  best  we  could.

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Which,  on  motion  of   J.  W.  McQuiddy,  P.   G.  Rep.,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patriarchal  Order. 

John  W.  McQuiddy,  Grand  Instructor,  submitted  the  following: 

A.  0.  Daily,  Grand  Patriarch  : 

One  year  ago  you  did  me  the  honor  to  appoint  me  Grand  Instructor  for 
jT^our  jurisdiction,  and  I  now  desire  to  render  an  account  of  the  work  done 
in  prosecuting  the  duties  of  that  office. 

While  the  increase  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  has  been  very  gratifying 
during  the  year,  a  desire  for  a  knowledge  of  the  floor  and  secret  work  does 
not  seem  to  be  a  great  factor  in  this  prosperity,  as  evidenced  by  the  very 
few  invitations  I  have  received  for  instructions,  and  in  no  instance  have  I 
been  specially  called  by  invitation  of  an  Encampment.  No  degrees  in  the 
Order  are  more  susceptible  of  elaboration,  or  in  which  the  lessons  can  be 
more  impressively  delineated ;  and  where  proper  dignity  is  maintained  and 
due  courtesy  to  candidates  observed,  they  never  fail  to  impress  those  re- 
ceiving them. 

FoRTViLLE. — On  January  25,  under  instructions  from  you,  I  instituted 
Fortville  Encampment.  I  was  assisted  by  the  Patriarchs  of  Sinai  and  Star 
Encampments.     The  degrees  were  conferred  on  nineteen  candidates. 

Blufftox. — April  11,  met  with  the  Camp  at  Bluffton  and  gave  instructions 
in  the  secret  work. 

WiNAMAc  — May  10,  assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees  in  Pulaski  Encamp- 
ment and  gave  instruction  in  the  secret  work. 

This  constitutes  the  duties  I  have  performed  in  this  branch  of  the  Order. 

The  same  pride  in  doing  the  work  of  initiation,  advancing  and  exalting 
that  prevails  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  should  obtain  in  our  Encampments, 
and  until  this  is  brought  about  the  work  will  continue  to  be  done  in  a  per- 
functory manner  With  a  view  of  presenting  the  work  in  dramatic  form,  at 
your  solicitation.  Metropolitan  Encampment  has  prepared  to  render  the  Pa- 
triarchal and  Golden  Kule  degrees  on  Monday  evening  in  hope  that  it  will 
incite  the  Patriarchs  to  go  home  and  devote  more  time  to  their  Camp  work, 
and  improve  on  what  they  have  seen,  and  thus  bring  about  a  new  im- 
petus in  Camp  work. 

Thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred  by  the  appointment,  I  am  fratern- 
ally yours.

Which,  on  motion  of  T.  P.  Haughey,  Grand  Treasurer,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State'  of  the  Patriarchal  Order. 

C.  P.  Tuley,  P.  G.  Pep.,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  ot 
the  Patriarchal  Order,  submitted  the  following 
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REPORT: 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  in  looking  over  the  printed 
proceedings  of  the  Forty-first  Annual  Communication,  find  on  page  809  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  over  until  this  communication,  to-wit : 

"To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

"Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patriarchal  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  offered  by  Patriarchs  William  H.  M.  Cooper,  J.  J. 
McCoy  and  C  J.  Loser,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  would  oflfer 
the  following : 

"  Resolved,  That  Section  5  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  Section  5.  Subordinate  Encampments  having  fifty  or  less  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  Representative;  over  fifty  and  not  over  one  hundred,  two 
Representatives;  all  over  one  hundred,  three  Representatives;  such  Repre- 
sentatives to  be  paid  by  this  Grand  Encampment  as  follows  :  Two  dollars 
for  one  day's  per  diem,  and  four  cents  per  mile  one  way,  to  be  computed  by 
the  nearest  traveled  routes." 

Your  committee  would  therefore  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  above  resolution  be  adopted  and  that  it  be  inserted 
in  our  Constitution." 

The  question  of  adoption  of  the  resolution  and  amendment  was 
discussed  jpro  and  con  by  Patriarchs  Tuley^  Shideler,  Cockrum, 
Spencer,  and  others.  A  vote  was  finally  taken,  under  the  opera- 
tion of  the  previous  question,  and  the  amendment  and  report  was 
adopted. 

.     J.  B.  Cockrum  submitted  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  all  Representatives  to  this  Grand  Encampment  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  upon  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, and  four  cents  per  mile  one  way  from  their  places  of  residence  to 
Indianapolis. 

C.  C.  Binkley,  P.  C.  P.,  submitted  the  following  amendment: 

Provided,  That  any  Representative  attending  the  Grand  Lodge  as  a  Rep- 
resentative at  the  same  time,  and  receiving  mileage  from  the  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  not  be  paid  mileage  from  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 

The  Grand  Patriarch  decided  that  the  resolution  was  not  in 
order  for  the  reason  that  the  amendment  and  resolution  just  pre- 
sented covered  the  matter,  and  would  apply  to  Representatives 
of  this  session. 
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Appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair  was  taken  by  J.  B.  Cock- 
rum,  P.  C.  P.,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  was  not 
sustained. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  submitted  by  P.  C.  P. 
Binkley^  after  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken,  and  the  amendment 
was  lost. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  original  resolution,  and  it  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

W.  H.  Leedy,  P.  C.  P.,  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Scribe  be  directed  to  procure  regalia  and  jewel 
for  the  Deputy  Grand  Sentinel,  and  also  a  sufficient  number  of  regalias 
or  insignias  for  all  members  likely  to  attend  meetings  of  this  Grand  En- 
campment. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Patriarch  appointed  the  following  Special  Committee 
to  prepare  resolutions  on  the  death  of  W.  Y.  Monroe,  P.  G.  Rep.; 
T.  G.  Beharrell,  P.  G.  Pep.;  Fred  Harper,  P.  C.  P.;  Theo.  P. 
Haughey,  Grand  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Encampment  adjourned  until  1:30  P.  M. 


Tuesday,  Nov.  19,  1889,  1:30  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Encampment  met  at  1:30  o^clock  p.  m.,  pursuant  to 
adjournment.  Grand  Patriarch  A.  C.  Daily  presiding. 

A  quorum  being  present,  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  Grand  Junior  Warden,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Patriarch, 
declared  the  Grand  Encampment  regularly  opened  for  business.

MEMORIAL. 

Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Eep.  W.  Y.  Monroe,  submit  the  following : 

In  the  history  of  this  Grand  Encampment  we  have  often  been  called  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  its  prominent  members;  for  death,  like  a  mower,  is  pass- 
ing through  the  field  of  humanity,  and  as  he  cuts  his  swathe  he  does  not 
spare  even  those  who  are  engaged  in  a  mission  of  love  and  merci/  among 
mankind.  He  does  not  spare  those  who  are  laboring  to  bring  man  back  to 
God,  from  whom  he  has  wandered,  and  back  to  his  fellow-man,  from  whom, 
by  selfishness,  he  has  been  separated. 

The  character  for  moral  goodness  of  our  departed  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and 
Past  Grand  Eepresentative  was  fully  established,  and  among  the  Patriarchs 
he  was  honored  and  loved  through  his  whole  patriarchal  life.  He  taught 
us,  by  precept  and  example,  Friendship  in  the  way  of  hospitality  to  a  worthy 
stranger,  like  Abraham,  the  Patriarch  of  Patriarchs,  and  like  that  ancient 
worthy,  he  had  strong  faith  in  God,  such  faith  as  would  have  enabled  him  to 
endure  a  test  like  that  of  offering  up  his  own  son  as  a  burnt  offering.  He  ex- 
hibited love  in  its  highest  type  as  taught  by  the  great  teacher,  "  Love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart — and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 

And  as  a  consequence  of  this  experience,  hope  was  with  him  as  an  anchor 
with  its  arms  in  good  anchorage,  that  with  the  cable  of  faith  held  him  se- 
curely in  storm  until  the  winds  were  hushed  and  the  waves  were  still. 

As  a  citizen,  from  the  time  he  attained  his  majority,  he  was  honored  and 
respected  and  was  often  called  into  important  positions,  and  always  met  the 
responsibilities  and  performed  the  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  whom 
he  served.  His  natural  talents,  with  his  attainments,  fitted  him  for  the  pub- 
lic service,  and  he  was  elected  as  clerk  of  Scott  county  and  twice  as  treas- 
urer of  Jefferson  county,  and  he  represented  his  county  twice  in  the  Legis- 
lature. 

When  the  thunder  of  cannon  and  the  clangor  of  arms  was  heard  in  the 
late  rebellion,  his  pure  love  of  country  led  him  to  enter  the  service,  and  he 
became  captain  of  a  company  in  the  82nd  Kegiment  and  served  faithfully 
and  efficently  until  his  health  gave  way  and  he  was  forced  to  resign. 

As  a  minister  of  the  gospel  he  was  ordained  on  Christmas  day  in  1850,  and 
at  once  became  pastor  of  a  church,  and  as  he  died  Oct.  13,  1889,  and  had  re- 
tained his  ministerial  position,  so  that  he  had  followed  that  profession  39 
years.  He  was  more  than  an  ordinary  man  in  the  pulpit,  as  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  he  served  in  one  pastorate  30  years,  giving  entire  satisfaction  to 
the  flock  over  which  he  was  an  overseer  and  whom  he  led  into  green  pas- 
tures and  fed  beside  still  waters.  Brother  Monroe  visited  the  sick,  relieved 
the  distressed,  and  buried  the  dead;  he  was  the  administrator  of  many  an 
estate  and  the  guardian  of  many  an  orphan,  and  has  left  behind  him  the 
savor  of  a  good  name. 

W.  Y.  Monroe  was  a  working  Odd  Fellow  and  Patriarch,  He  attended 
his  Lodge  and  Encampment  regularly  after  he  had  been  promoted  to  offices 
and  had  filled  them.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  November, 
!  865,  and  to  the  Grand  Encampment  one  year  afterwards,  and  five  years 
from  his  admission  he  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch,  and  in  1872  he  was 
elected  as  Grand  Eepresentative  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  was 
my  privilege  to  serve  with  him  in  the  session  in  Baltimore  in  1873,  and  it 
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was  there  as  his  colleague  that  I  learned  to  love  him  for  his  purity  of  heart 
and  purpose.  He  was  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  in 
1884,  and  again  in  1887,  but  on  account  of  his  ill-health  he  could  not  be  at 
the  annual  session,  and,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Grand  Master,  I  was  pres- 
ent to  fill  the  vacancy  and  serve  in  his  stead. 

As  a  Patriarch  he  has  made  the  journey  of  life — passed  safely  every  sen- 
tinel, giving,  when  needed,  the  watchword,  and  now  he  is  at  rest. 

"  His  spirit  has  slipt  away  to  life, 
And  is  in  the  sinless  realms  of  rest." 

No  more  will  he  mingle  with  the  Patriarchs  on  earth  in  their  strife  of  life ; 
and  he  has  joined  Colfax  and  Underwood  and  others,  his  compeers,  who 
preceded  him  but  a  short  time,  and  whose  voices  are  yet  sounding  in  our 
ears  :   "Alabama !  Alabama !     Here  we  rest,  here  we  rest!  " 

Whereas,  The  death  of  P.  G.  Eep.  W.  Y.  Monroe,  after  long  and  linger- 
ing illness,  has  occurred  during  the  past  term,  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  has 
lost  one  of  its  noblest  and  best  specimens  of  devoted  membership,  and  this 
Grand  Encampment  one  of  its  most  worthy  Past  Officers; 

Resolved,  That  we  bow  in  meek  submission  to  the  Divine  mandate,  while 
we  recognize  the  Divine  goodness  in  sparing  him  so  long  to  exemplify  the 
principles  of  our  Order,  and  as  we  cherish  his  memory,  we  will  try  to  imi- 
tate his  virtues. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  by  standing  in  silence  one 
minute.

approved,  and  that  charters  be  granted  these  Encampments  in  lieu  of  dis- 
pensations.

To  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Indiana,  I.  0.   0.  F. : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patriarchal  Order,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  and  papers  asking  for  the  resuscitation  of  Dunkirk  En- 
campment, No.  120,  have  carefully  examined  all  the  papers  asking  for  the 
resuscitation,  as  well  as  the  remonstrance  from  W.  R.  Pyle,  D.  D.  G.  P.,  of 
Red  Key,  and  we  find  the  following  facts  :  Ten  members  of  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  the  Order  sign  the  petition.  Twenty-two  members  of  the  Subor^ 
dinate  Lodge  join  in  a  statement  that  they  wish  to  join  the  Encampment  at 
Dunkirk  if  the  same  shall  be  reorganized.  All  join  in  the  statement  that 
they  will  not  join  the  Encampment  at  Red  Key,  from  which  place  comes  the 
remonstrance.  The  ground  for  remonstrance  is  that  Dunkirk  and  Red  Key, 
are  only  four  miles  apart,  and  two  Encampments  will  not  have  sufficient 
territory  from  which  to  draw  membership.  We  think  the  objection  is  not 
well  taken,  and  therefore  off'er  the  following :

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patriarchal  Order,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  query  from  Hormah  Encampment  to-wit:  "Has  an  Encamp- 
ment a  right  to  adopt  any  other  order  of  business  for  the  use  of  the  Encamp- 
ment than  the  order  given  us  in  the  Eitual?"  have  considered  the  same 
and  submit  the  following  report : 

No  Encampment  has  authority  to  use  any  other  order  of  business  than 
that  laid  down  in  the  Ritual.  To  deviate  from  this  well  settled  law  would 
lead  to  endless  confusion,  and  is  positively  prohibited.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
application  of  members  of  Banner  Encampment,  No.  96,  asking  for  a  war- 
rant or  dispensation  for  an  Encampment  at  Fairmount,  Grant  county, 
respectfully  report  that  the  same  can  not  be  acted  upon  by  this  Grand 
Encampment  at  this  session,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  no  cards  accom- 
'panying  the  application.  They  recommend  that  the  Grand  Patriarch  grant 
the  dispensation  upon  the  presentation  of  the  cards. 

Which  was  concurred  in. 

A.  S.  Milice,  Grand  Rep.,  from  the  same  committee,  submitted

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F. ,  of  Indiana  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patriarchal  Order,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  prayer. of  Kewanna  Encampment,  No.  151,  asking  this  Grand 
Encampment  to  order  a  duplicate  Charter  and  Rituals  to  be  issued  to  said 
Encampment  in  lieu  of  those  destroyed  by  fire,  and  also  that  they  be  per- 
mitted to  solicit  aid  from  sister  Encampments,  that  they  may  again  be  in 
working  order,  having  considered  the  same,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  be  granted,  and  would  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  Kewanna  Encampment,  No.  151,  be  granted  a  duplicate 
Charter  and  Rituals,  free  of  charge ;  also  permitted  to  solicit  aid  from  sister 
Encampments.

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty 
of  examining  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Grand  Scribe  and  Grand  Treas- 
urer, have  carefully  performed  that  duty,  and  beg  to  report  that  we  find  them 
in  all  things  correct. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Scribe  be  instructed  to  have 
printed  2,000  copies  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  body,  and  we  also  recom- 
mend the  payment  of  the  following  claims,  to-wit :

J.  B.  Kenner,  Grand  Rep.,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances 
and  Appeals,  submitted  the  following 

REPORT: 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F. ,  of  Indiana : 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
appeal  of  Patriarch  W.  G.  Spencer  from  the  action  of  Decatur  Encamp- 
ment, No.  138,  by  which  he  was  suspended  three  months  by  operation  of 
law,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  report  that 
Patriarch  Spencer  was  charged  by  a  committee  of  his  Encampment  with 
conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow.  The  specifications  thereunder  were 
that,  on  the  19th  of  October,  1889,  he  declared  in  open  Encampment  that, 
if  he  could  get  another  Patriarch  to  join  him  in  casting  a  black  ball,  there 
should  not  another  member  come  into  the  Encampment;  that,  also,  speci- 
fication second,  he  said  in  open  Encampment  that  as  long  as  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  that  Encampment  and  a  certain  by-law  stood  (being  a  by-law  to 
reduce  the  price  of  degree  fees)  there  shall  never  be  another  member  ad- 
mitted to  membership  of  that  Encampment. 

Other  charges  and  specifications  were  made,  but  not  sustained;  but  a  trial 
committee  was  appointed,  and  after  trial  was  had  the  two  specifications  and 
charge  set  out  were  sustained  by  the  committee,  and  he  was  found  guilty. 
The  Encampment  concurred  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

A  ballot  was  had  on  the  penalty,  but  a  two  thirds  majority  not  having 
been  obtained  for  either  expulsion,  suspension,  fine  or  reprimand,  he  was 
declared  suspended  by  operation  of  law  for  three  months,  and  from  this 
action  he  appeals. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  accused  Patriarch  had  a  fair 
trial,  no  serious  error  appearing  by  which  he  was  deprived  of  a  full  and  fair 
trial. 
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We  furthermore  are  of  the  opinion  that  from  a  wording  of  the  evidence 
that  the  large  preponderance  thereof  sustains  the  conclusions  reached 
by  the  trial  committee. 

It  is  an  ofifense  against  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  this  Grand  Encamp- 
ment for  a  Patriarch  to  announce  that  he  will  vote  against  the  admission  of 
candidates  because  an  Encampment  has,  by  its  vote,  enacted  some  law 
that  does  not  meet  the  approval  of  a  member. 

In  this  case  it  seems  to  have  been  done  in  retaliation  for  the  passage  of 
a  by-law  against  the  wishes  of  the  accused,  and  subsequent  action  shows 
that  no  applicant  could  gain  admission  to  that  Encampment,  except  one, 
and  he  after  a  contest,  no  matter  how  high  their  character  and  how  exalted 
their  standing  as  Odd  Fellows. 

We  believe  that  consideration  for  the  age  and  long  membership  in  the 
Order  and  Encampment  of  the  accused  was  the  cause  of  the  light  penalty 
inflicted  and  he  has  no  just  grounds  of  complaint.  We,  therefore,  offer  the 
following : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Patriarch  W.  G.  Spencer  be  dismissed  and 
the  action  of  Decatur  Encampment,  No.  138,  be  affirmed. 

Whichj  on  motion,  was  concurred  in. 

H.  F.  Underwood,  P.  C  P.,  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Eepresentatives  of  this  Encampment  to  the 
next  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  are  hereby,  instructed 
to  present  to  and  secure  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  paraphernalia  for  the 
team,  or  beautified  work  of  the  Subordinate  Encampments,  and  said  para- 
phernalia be  constituted  the  regalia  of  the  Order  for  that  purpose  only. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Patri- 
archal Order. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order,  viz.,  the  exemplification  of  the 
secret  work,  having  arrived.  Grand  Instructor  J.  W.  McQuiddy, 
assisted  by  Grand  Reps.  Kenner  and  Milice,  gave  the  instructions 
therein. 

J.  B.  Cockrum,  P.  C.  P.,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and 
Appeals,  submitted  the  following 

REPORT: 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  O.  0.  F. ,  of  Indiana : 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  which  was  referred  the  ap- 
peal of  Patriarch  W.  G.  Spencer,  of  Decatur  Encampment,  No.  138,  against  the 
action  of  said  Encampment,  No  138,  in  the  matter  of  the  election  and  initia- 
tion of  Brother  Henry  A.  Miller  as  a  member  of  said  Encampment,  submit 
the  following  report: 
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We  have  carefully  read  over  the  transcript  of  all  papers  and  evidence  re- 
lating to  said  appeal  and  the  case  as  appealed  from.  \Ve  find  that  at  a  meet- 
ing of  said  Encampment  on  April  19,  1889,  the  petition  of  Brother  Henry  A. 
Miller  to  become  a  member  of  said  Encampment  was  reported  upon  by  the 
committee  appointed  to  investigate  his  fitness  for  such  membership.  The  re- 
port being  a  favorable  one,  the  ballot  was  ordered  spread  by  the  Chief  Patri- 
arch, and  upon  the  ballot  being  taken,  the  Chief  Patriarch  declared  the 
brother  elected  to  the  Patriarchal  Degree.  On  May  3,  1889,  D.  D.  Gr.  P. 
W.  G.  Spencer,  of  said  Encampment,  filed  his  written  reversal  of  the  action 
of  said  Encampment  and  declared  all  the  acts  of  said  Encampment  illegal 
and  void  relating  to  said  election  of  said  applicant. 

Thereupon  the  Encampment  selected  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
charges  made  by  the  D.  J).  Gr.  P.,  as  to  the  number  of  black  balls  cast  at  said 
election.  Which  committee  reported  that  the  action  of  the  Encampment 
be  sustained  and  the  elected  brother  initiated,  which  report  was  concur- 
red in  by  the  Encampment.  "  The  D.  J).  Gr.  P.  has  the  power  to  set  aside 
the  decisions  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  over  which  he  exercises  supervis- 
ion, when  he  shall  deem  it  lawful  and  proper,  and  his  decision,  when  offi- 
cially given,  must  be  obeyed  until  they  shall  be  reversed  upon  an  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Patriarch  or  the  Grand  Encampment."  This  authority  relates, 
in  our  opinion,  to  violations  of  law  occurring  in  the  Encampment,  and  does 
not  authorize  the  D.  J).  G.  P.  to  go  outside  of  the  Lodge  room,  and  after 
having  talked  with  witnesses  or  making  an  investigation  of  facts  requiring 
the  taking  of  testimony,  as  is  the  case  here,  and  upon  such  investigations 
frame  his  decision  and  revoke  the  action  of  his  Encampment.  The  elec- 
tion of  a  candidate  to  membership  in  a  Subordinate  Encampment  may  be 
annulled  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Encampment  and  in  no  other  manner. 
To  allow  the  D.  D.  G.  P.  this  power  would  be  to  annul  the  right  of  the  En- 
campment to  decide  for  itself  and  place  in  the  hands  of  one  member  full 
power  over  the  action  of  his  Lodge. 

We,  therefore,  submit  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Decatur  Encampment,  No.  138,  in  this  con- 
nection, be  in  all  things  confirmed  and  approved,  and  that  this  appeal  be 
dismissed. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  concurred  in.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  Lees- 
burg  Encampment,  No.  149,  as  to  what  is  the  proper  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  a  Subordinate  Encampment,  beg  leave  to  say  that  we  have  considered 
the  same,  and  report  that  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  is 
midway  between  any  particular  Encampment  and  the  nearest  other  En- 
campment in  any  direction,  this  to  apply  in  all  cases  except  in  cities  and 
towns  having  two  or  more  Encampments,  and  no  Encampment  has  the 
right  to  initiate  a  member  from  another  jurisdiction  without  asking  permis- 
sion from  such  Encampment,  and  when  the  Encampment  so  does  it  must 
pay  over  the  fees  collected. 

Which  was  concurred  in. 
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J.  B.  Kennerj  from  the  Committee  for  Home  for  Old  Men,  sub- 
mitted the  following 

EEPORT: 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  O.  0.  E,  of  Indiana: 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana,  has  authorized  the 
brothers  below  named  to  organize  an  Odd  Fellows'  Home  for  the  care  and  sup- 
port of  old  and  indigent  members  of  our  Order,  and  we  have,  in  obedience 
thereto,  done  so,  we  deem  it  proper  to  report  the  steps  we  have  taken  to  the 
Grand  Encampment,  as  well  as  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  order  that  the  Order 
may  know  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Home. 

The  Home  is  organized,  and  when  sufficient  funds  are  raised  we  shall 
procure  a  fit  house  and  grounds  in  some  convenient  and  accessible  portion 
of  the  State,  and  receive  inmates. 

We  claim  that  the  history  of  similar  Homes  in  other  States  has  conclu- 
sively demonstrated  that  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  can  have  an  old  and 
indigent  Odd  Fellow  cared  for  better  and  cheaper  to  the  Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment than  they  can  outside.  The  experience  of  these  homes  show  that  for 
$2  per  week  this  can  be  done,  and  as  our  by-laws  provide  that  when  any  old 
brother  goes  into  a  home  he  assigns  all  benefits  he  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  his  Lodge  or  Encampment  to  them,  so  that  it  is  easy  to  see  that 
besides  being  a  better  place  for  the  member  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  is 
the  gainer. 

The  success  of  the  Home  now  depends  on  the  aid  and  assistance  it  will 
receive  from  Lodges,  Encampments  and  individuals.  We  urge  and  ask  that 
all  Encampments  become  members  or  vote  at  least  some  aid  to  the  Home. 
We  herewith  submit  with  this  report  a  circular  letter  giving  more  fully  the 
objects  and  aims  and  wants  of  the  Home,  and  we  earnestly  ask  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  Encampments  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  ask  of  each  Repre- 
sentative that  he  urge  his  Encampment  to  aid,  as  each  is  able,  to  place  this 
noble  charity  on  its  feet.

"Brethren — The  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana,  empowered  and 
directed  at  the  November  session,  1888,  the  brethren  whose  names  are  at- 
tached to  this  circular  to  organize  a  Home  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
old  and  indigent  Odd  Fellows  of  this  jurisdiction. 

"  We  organized  as  directed  and  reported  the  same  at  the  May  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  1889.  The  Grand  Lodg«  approved  the  matter,  and  recom- 
mended it  as  a  noble  and  worthy  charity  to  the  brotherhood  of  the  State. 

"  We  therefore  now  appeal  to  the  Lodges,  Subordinates,  Rebekah  and 
Encampments  of  this  great  jurisdiction  for  assistance.  Without  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  and  Order  generally,  we,  of  course, 
can  not  succeed,  but  we  know  we  shall  succeed ;  our  Order  in  at  least  ten  of 
the  other  States  of  this  Union  has  organized  and  are  now  maintaining  sim- 
ilar homes,  and  Indiana  Odd  Fellows  will  not  permit  any  other  State  to  sur- 
pass them  in  acts  of  charity  and  deeds  of  mercy. 

"  Our  plan,  and  what  the  Home  asks  and  needs,  are  as  follows : 

"  '  1.  We  must  raise  sufficient  money  to  rent  or  buy  a  house  and  furnish 
it  suitable  for  the  reception  of  inmates. 
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"  '  2.  Enough  permanent  dues  and  revenue  must  be  provided  for  to  sus- 
tain the  Home  after  it  is  opened. 

"  '  3.  Following  the  custom  of  other  States  which  are  successful,  we  so- 
licit every  Lodge,  Subordinate,  Rebekah  and  Encampment,  of  this  State,  to 
become  a  member  of  this  Home. 

" '  4.  Any  Lodge  or  Encampment  may  become  a  member  of  the  Home 
by  making  application  and  paying  as  dues  one  cent  per  week  for  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment,  payable  quarterly,  to  be  paid  by  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment. 

*' '  5.  Any  Lodge  or  Encampment,  by  being  a  member  and  paying  the 
dues  as  above  set  out,  is  entitled  to  place  in  the  Home  one  inmate  for  a 
membership  of  one  hundred  or  less,  and  a  second  inmate  for  a  membership 
of  two  hundred,  and  to  place  in  the  Home  an  inmate  or  inmates  beyond 
what  its  membership  entitles  it  to,  by  paying  the  sum  of  $104.00  per  annum. 

"'6.  When  Lodges  or  Encampments  become  members,  as  above  stated. 
each  is  entitled  to  send  a  representative  to  the  meetings  of  the  Home  and 
have  a  voice  in  its  management. 

" '  7.  When  the  Home  becomes  self-sustaining,  the  dues  of  the  Lodges 
or  Encampments  cease,  but  all  rights  obtained  by  being  a  member  continue. 

"  '  8.  The  wife  of  an  Odd  Fellow  who  is  a  proper  person  to  become  an  in- 
mate may  also  be  admitted  with  her  husband  by  the  Lodge  paying  $104.00 
per  annum  for  her  support. 

"  '  9.  When  an  Odd  Fellow  is  received  as  an  inmate  into  the  Home,  any 
and  all  benefits  that  he  is  entitled  to  must  be  assigned  by  him  to  his  Lodge.' 

"  The  above  will  give  the  Lodges  an  idea  of  the  plan  and  necessities  of 
this  charitable  institution.  Experience  of  years  in  these  institutions  has 
demonstrated  that  a  Lodge  can  care  for,  support  and  maintain  an  old,  worn 
out  brother  in  this  Home  cheaper  than  it  can  outside.  A  Lodge  of  100 
members  will  pay  to  this  Home  a  year  $52.00  or  $13.00  per  quarter;  the 
weekly  benefits  would  not  be  less  than  $3.00  per  week,  or  $156.00,  and  then 
the  care  received  by  the  old  brother  is  far  superior  in  the  Home  than  it  is 
possible  to  receive  outside  among  the  Lodges. 

"  The  Directors  have  not  yet  located  the  permanent  site  of  the  Home. 
This  will  be  determined  in  the  future  upon  the  score  of  donation,  location, 
convenience,  accessibility,  etc. 

"  What  we  want  now  is  that  the  Lodges,  Encampments  and  Eebekah 
Lodges,  and  benevolently  inclined  individual  members  of  the  Order,  shall 
take  hold,  become  members  or  make  donations  and  assist  us  to  start  the 
Home.  Of  course  we  can  not  admit  inmates  at  present,  nor  for  some  time, 
but  if  the  Order  will  lay  hold  of  this  good  work  with  alacrity  we  will  soon 
have  a  retreat  for  our  old  Patriarchs  that  every  Odd  Fellow  in  the  State  will 
be  proud  of.  After  we  get  started  much  can  be  done  by  contributions  of 
clothing,  provisions,  etc.,  etc.,  that  will  cut  down  our  current  expenses,  but 
now  we  want  money  to  place  the  enterprise  on  its  feet. 

"  We  very  greatly  desire  to  enlist  the  Daughters  of  Eebekah  in  the  State 
in  this  work.  In  Pennsylvania  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  and  women  of 
our  Order  have  been  a  powerful  aid  to  the  Home,  and  have  turned  over  to 
the  management  large  amounts  of  money  which  they  gathered  from  various 
sources. 

"  We  ask  the  brethren  to  fully  consider  this  appeal  and  become  members 
of  this  Home  and  aid  us,  and  send  in  any  and  all  donations  of  money.  Send 
all  applications  to  become  members  of  the  Home  to  the  secretary,  A.  D. 
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Mohler,  Huntington,  Indiana,  and  all  remittances  of  money  to  T,  P.  Haughey,

Fellow  ;  and  due  notice  of  such  facts  having  been  ofi&cially  communicated 
to  his  Lodge  by  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  so  loaning  him  the  money,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  his  Lodge  to  notify  him  of  such  indebtedness  or  loan, 
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and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  if  he  then  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the 
same,  his  Lodge  shall  prefer  charges  against  him,  try  him,  and  if  found 
guilty,  and  without  sufficient  mitigating  circumstances,  to  expel  him  from 
the  Order ;  if  there  be  such  mitigating  circumstances,  then  to  impose  such 
penalty  as  the  Lodge  may  deem  best.

Your  Committee  on  Subordinate  Encampment  Constitutions,  to  which 
was  referred  the  By-Laws  of  Home  Encampment,  No.  170,  located  at  Middle- 
town,  Henry  county,  Indiana,  respectfully  represent  that  we  find  the  same 
to  conform  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  excepting  in 
Article  VI,  which  deprives  a  Patriarch,  failing  to  pay  his  dues  within  the 
prescribed  time,  of  any  benefits,  found  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  line  from 
the  bottom  of  the  part  of  this  transcript  whereon  the  same  is  found.  The 
words  sick  and  funeral  should  be  inserted  before  the  word  benefits,  in  said 
Section  6,  whereupon  said  section  be  approved. 

That  that  part  of  Section  12,  which  deprives  a  brother,  able  to  leave  his 
home  and  mingle  in  society  when  sick  and  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood,  and 
in  good  standing  in  the  Encampment,  by  reason  of  his  ability  to  leave  home 
and  mingle  in  society,  is  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  Order. 

We  recommend  that  so  much  of  Article  II,  as  makes  the  host  custodian 
of  the  rituals,  and  requires  him  to  serve  any  summons  that  may  be  issued 
by  the  Chief  Patriarch,  be  not  approved.

RESOLUTION  OF  SOVEREIGN   GRAND  LODGE. 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  evi- 
denced by  holding  an  unexpired  visiting  card,  issued  in  con- 
formity to  the  laws  of  the  Order  by  his  Lodge  or  Encampment, 
and  having  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,  being  in  distress,  or  pretending  so 
to  be,  and  needing  money,  and  who  having  asked  for  and  re- 
ceived from  a  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  a  member  thereof,  a 
sum  of  money,  under  the  assurance  and  promise  that  he  will 
return  or  repay  the  same  within  a  given  time,  or  so  soon  as  he 
returns  home,  but  who  shall  neglect  so  to  do  after  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter,  without  a  satisfactory  excuse  being  rendered, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow; 
and  due  notice  of  such  facts  having  been  officially  communicated 
to  his  Lodge  by  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  so  loaning  him  the 
money,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  his  Lodge  to  notify  him  of  such 
indebtedness  or  loan,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and 
if  he  then  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  his  Lodge  shall 
prefer  charges  against  him,  try  him,  and  if  found  guilty,  and 
without  sufficient  mitigating  circumstances,  to  expel  him  from 
the  Order.

"Every  Subordinate  Encampment  shall  have  a  suitable  Seal,  a  proof 
impression  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Grand  Scribe,  and  all 
official  documents  shall  be  sealed  therewith.  The  Seal  of  an  Encampment* 
to  be  authentic,  must  be  printed  or  impressed  upon  the  paper  or  instrument 
it  authenticates,  and  not  affixed  thereto." — General  Laws  Grand  Encampment 
of  Indiana,  Chapter  IX,  Section  8. 

''Resolved,  That  Grand  Scribes  and  Grand  Secretaries  are  hereby  prohib- 
ited from  delivering  or  transmitting  Visiting  or  Withdrawal  Cards  to  any 
person  whatever,  or  to  any  Encampment  or  Lodge,  excepting  upon  the 
order  in  writing  of  an  Encampment  or  Lodge,  signed  by  its  Scribe  (in  the 
case  of  an  Encampment),  or  by  its  Secretary  (in  case  of  a  Lodge),  and  . 
authenticated  by  the  Official  Seal  of  the  Encampment  or  Lodge." — Journal
